‘Tip of the Mitt’ takes larger role 
in pursuit of power plant property 


Nearly four months after the deadline for bids from the purchase of the 


Wolverine Power Plant in Advance, the company. as of last week. was still 
in negotiations with an undisclosed bidder. Despite negotiations. how- 
ever, a “For Sale” sign was placed on the property in Advance late last 
week, though no representative from the company was available for com- 
ment at presstime. 

If, in fact. the appearance of the sign means that the plant is once again 
on the market, the development is a positive one for Eveline Township 
folks working to secure ownership of the site in the hopes of creating a 
waterfront development to suit the vision of the majority. The effort has 
stepped up in recent weeks, with the township teaming up with Tip of the 
Mitt Watershed Council to move forward on the project in earnest. 

Previously, the effort to pursue the purchase of the property has been a 
grass-roots effort, driven by dreams and desire; recently the group has 
concluded that it was time to bring in an experienced party.

Last week, a group of Eveline 
Township citizens filed two petitions 
with the Charlevoix County Clerk, the

The county has 10-20 days from the 
date of filing, July 23, to approve or 
reject the language contained in the 
petitions. ;

According to the proposed. word- 
ing, the petition to recall Skrzeckoski 
claims that he “does not faithfully

partners in both the non-profit and for- 
profit arenas.. Such efforts will be 
necessary, said Cwikiel, “to make the

heaven, by both Schroeder and stu- 

dent Corrine Cortez’s account. 

When they-met, Schroeder said, “I 
liked her immediately. She reminded 
me a lot of myself at that age.” 

Cortez, one math credit short of 
graduation from East Jordan High 
School and looking at summer schoo! 
or attending another year, was just one 
of a handful of students to receive 
mentors through the Strive Program 
fast year. 

Brought into East Jordan three 
years ago, the Rotary program pro- 
vides adult mentorship for students at 
risk of not graduating from high 
school, and in need of outside inter- 
vention. 

Funded by the generous donations 
of two anonymous Rotarians, the pro- 
gram was able to purchase handbooks 
and other materials needed to give its 
first mentors a start. 

Right from the beginning, accord- 
ing to Roberts, who spearheaded the 
East Jordan program, it was evident 
that the need was there. While the 
program has averaged four or five 
mentors a year, there are plenty of 
other students who are missing out on 

“the benefits such a mentor provides. 

The success is tangible, with the 
East Jordan Strive program boasting 
a 100 percent graduation rate for stu- 
dents mentored. But Roberts laments 
how much more good could be done 
if only more adults volunteered to be 
Strive mentors. 

“If you’re not somehow giving 
back to the community, fine, but if 
you don’t, you’re missing the boat,” 
Roberts said. The Strive program, he 
said, is a way to truly touch the com- 
munity through a single human be- 
ing; by mentoring a student to help 
them graduate from high school, he 
said, “you could potentially be chang- 
ing a husband or wife, potentially 
change some three-year-old grandson 
{in the future)}.” 

Strive program mentor and East 
Jordan city administrator Dave White 
agrees with the assessment, noting 
that the mentors are not tutors or sur- 
rogate. parents, but rather are simply 
another community member taking an 
interest in a student’s welfare. Men- 
tors are there, White said, “to give 
ideas, help with study habits, talk to

teachers, be a sounding board for par- 
ents. They're not there as a white 
knight to save the day.” 

The participating students, for their 
part, are chosen by the school and 
recommended for the program by 
East Jordan High School counselor 
Gena Cross. . “Gena Cross’ has been 
an extremely big help,” Roberts said. 
“She's our go-between. She’s very 
interested in keeping the program on 
track.” 

“Gena is the watchdog,” Schroeder 
said, smiling. Added Cortez, “She 
tattled on me every time [I missed 
class].” 

Though for many students, having 
folks keeping such a close eye on 
them might sound distasteful, tn ret- 
rospect, Cortez said, she realizes that 
everyone was just looking out for her 
best interest. “Looking back, she was 
just doing her job,” she said. “And 
she did a good job doing it.”’ 

In Cortez’s case, her graduation 
near-miss grew from a variety of fac- 
tors, including family stresses as well 
as simply getting tired of the school 
routine. “I was getting over the whole 
school scene,” she said. “Mrs. Cross 
knew I was in dire need of help.” 
Cortez’s reaction to learning that she 
would be part of the Strive program 
may not have been entirely typical — 
“T thought it was perfect,” she said. 
“Twas thanking my lucky stars.” 

Once connected with Schroeder, 
weekly meetings after school for a 
half hour or so became part of both 
Cortez and Schroeder’s routine. “I 
wrote it on my calendar like any other 
appointment,” Schroeder said. “It 
was not an optional thing.” 

Their meetings consisted mostly, 
said the two, of just checking in. “My 
first question is.‘what’s going on?’” 
Schroeder said. “A lot of it was get- 
ting Corrine confident enough to call 
me [if she needed something]. The 
first time she called me to take her to 
school, it was like, ‘yes!’” 

More than dealing with school 
work in particular, most of their con- 
tact focused on dealing with other life 
issues that affect school work. 
Schroeder also interfaced with teach- 
ers and Cross to help navigate bumps 
in the road of Cortez’s academic life. 

The Strive program also helped pay 
for a correspondence program to help 
Cortez make up the math credit she 
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was lacking. She did the work over 
Spring Break. ‘*A lot of [the success] 
was that Corrine was adult enough to 
live up to expectations,” Schroeder 
said. “She was the one that had to do 
the work." 

And though graduating on time was 
the goal, what Cortez and Schroeder 
both got out of the program amounted 
to a lot more in the long term. 

For Cortez, the program made a dif- 
ference in that Schroeder “made me 
see what goals I want to achieve, what 
I want to become, what I want to get 
out of my life. She made me do things 
I didn’t believe I could do.” 

And though Scroeder went in with 
no expectations whatsoever, she came 
out a true believer. 

“T’ve talked to a lot of people and 
told them it’s the neatest thing I’ve 
done in my life,” she said. 

The program also reinforced for her 
the fact that ‘just about everybody has 
something to offer. J think that 
Corrine helped me as much as I 
helped her.” 

There are plenty more students like 
Cortez that could use the same kind 
of boost, Roberts emphasizes, noting 
that the program currently only has 
four mentors signed up, but many 
more students waiting in the wings for 
a chance at some adult intervention 
in order to graduate. 

Mentors in the Strive program need 
not be Rotary members, and Rotary 
provides training manuals for new 
mentors. In addition, Roberts said, 
fellow mentors create an informal 
support group, making themselves 
available to answer questions and of- 
fer suggestions. 

And because of the results ines! ve 
seen so far, the desire to expand the 
program in the local area is greater 
than ever. 

“In Strive, life can mean anything,” 
Roberts said. ‘‘That’s what we’re try- 
ing to do here.”

He gave me not only the chronological rundown of his 
varied career, but also the benefit of some of what had 
shaped his philosophy and perspective on his talent. 

He also gifted me with a tour of some of his own work 
that was hung on the walls around his home, including 
some photos of family and friends. 

For a humble small-town journalist such as myself, sim- 
ply having the opportunity to pick the brain of an accom- 
plished photojournalist such as Jim was a privilege in- 


. deed, and one of the real gifts that make this job worth- 


while. 

Of the multitude of interesting people E’ve met and in- 
terviewed in the last couple of years, I can honestly say 
Jim is the one that’s stuck with me the most. Ironically, 
since our interview last year ] hadn't spoken to him until 
he phoned out of the blue a couple of weeks ago with a 
story idea. He sounded as warm and good-spirited as I 
remembered him to be. 

Galbraith was, to be sure, just one of the many wonder- 
ful and gifted artists the area has been blessed to count 
among its community members. 

He will certainly be missed.

Pornography common thread 
in victimization of children

America has a problem and it is killing our 
children. It started with the Van Dam case in Califor- 
nia. A young girl was kidnapped, sexually abused 
and murdered. Recently we have seen two other girls 
kidnapped, one from her bedroom and the other from 
her front yard. One is still missing the other is dead. 

Last week the country mourned as little Samantha 
was laid to rest. As I saw the images of the people in 
attendance at the funeral and as I remember those 
images in my mind I cannot help but ask, how many 
of those people contributed to the death of that little 
girl? 

We know that she is the victim of one man. So 
how could others be contributors to her death? 

Here is my answer. 

Although there is very little known about the case, 
as far as what kind of evidence the police have, this I 
know - before it is all over we will learn that the 
perpetrator of this horrible crime has a problem with 
pornography. 

We already know that the man on trial for the 
murder of the young Van Dam girl was viewing 
pornography online. Pornography is the common 
thread in sexual predator cases. The truth is you 
would be hard-pressed to find any convicted sex 
offender that did not have a problem with porn and 
yet our court system still lists pornography as a 
protected first amendment right. I can guarantee you 
this - the men who wrote the First Amendment did 
Not write it to protect pornographers. It is time for 
our judicial system to revisit past decisions and start 
applying common sense to the law. How many 
young girls are going to have to be kidnapped, raped 
and murdered before America wakes up? 

It is not just the pornographers that are or contrib- 
uting to the abusive treatment of our children but 
every person that purchases, rents, or subscribes to 
porn must share the responsibility of killing inno- 
cence in America.

What is the price we will pay before we 
decide that pornography should not be a protected 
right? 

How can you make a difference? Stop patronizing 
the porn industry. Elect government officials that 
will appoint judges that will use common sense. I 
dare say that if Congress would have drilled some of 
these judges that have given court approval to 
pornography the same way they are drilling Presi- 
dent Bush’s nominees about abortion we would not 
have this problem. 

I am not naive enough to think that pornography is 
the only reason these men kidnap, rape and kill 
children, but it is a contributing factor and should be 
eliminated for the good of our children. Pornography

‘Lazy eye’ the result of 
two possible causes

What does the term “Lazy Eye” 
mean? 
Denise B., Petoskey 


“Lazy Eye”’ is a slang term for an 
eye that is amblyopic. Amblyopia is 
when one eye does not see 20/20, 
however there is nothing wrong with 
the eye itself. The reduction in vision 
is caused by the lack of integration 
by the brain. 

This is caused one of two ways, 
strabismus or amisometeropia. This 
column will focus on strabismus. 

Strabismus is when one eye is not 
aligned. It is directed up, down, in or 
out. This sometimes is referred to as 
crossed eyes or wall eyed, and may 
be constant or intermittent, a large or 
small angle of deviation, or a combi- 
nation of any or all of these condi-

tions. 

During the time the eyes are not 
working together the person would , 
see double. The brain will actually 
turn'one eye off because it does not 
like to see double, and the eye that is 
misaligned will not be used. , 

If strabismus ina child is not treated 
while the child is young the shutting 
down by the brain will cause perma- 
nent loss of neurological development 
to that eye. The resulting lazy eye can 
not be successfully treated after the 
age of 14. If the eye is treated with 
special lenses or in Severe cases, sur- ~ 
gery to realign the eyes while the child - 
is still developing, this permanent loss 
of sight can be avoided. 

Next week, I will explain the other 
major cause of “Lazy Eye,” 
amisometeropia.
